CREATION AND  PURPOSE.—The 
Council on Environmental Quality was 
established by the National Environ- 
inental Policy Act of 1969 (83 Stat. 
852; 42 U.S.C. 4321 et seq.), to formu- 
late and recommend national policies 


Act of 1970 (84 Stat. 114; 42 U.S.C. 
4372). 

ORGANIZATION.—The Council con- 
sists of three members appointed by the 
President by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate. One of the mem- 
bers is designated by the President as 
Chairman. The Council is located 
within the Executive Office of the 
President. 

ACTIVITIES.—The Council develops 
and recommends to the President na- 
tional policies which promote environ- 
mental quality, performs a continuing 
analysis of changes or trends in the 
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to promote the improvement of the 
quality of the environment. The Office 
of Environmental Quality, which pro- 
vides staff for the Council, was subse- 
quently established by title II of the

President in the preparation of the 
annual environmental quality report 
to the Congress.
